Hartlepool, Dec, »18.—An  in- 
quest bégah here’ yesterday over 
the bodies of victims of the Ger- 
man bombardment killed in Hart- 
lepool and West Hartlepool. In 
opening the court the coroner 
said that never before in English 
history had an inquest been held 
under simitar circumstances and 
that he hoped the occasion would 
mever come again. The shelki 
of the Hartlepools, he added, af- 
forded a faint idea. of what 'Bel- 
gium and France had suffered 
through the German’ invasion. 

The evidence, though mostly of 
a formal character, brought to 
light some pathetig cases, An old 
woman was picking up coal drop- 
ped from cars on the railway em- 
ban‘:ment when she was. killed by 
a shell. An old man and his two 
daughters were just starting 
breakfast in the kitchen when a 
shell'burst 4n the room, killing 
all three-of them. <A young wo- 
man went ‘to the .house of, her 
aged mother intenditt ng to conduct 
her to a place of safety. Enter- 
ing the: passageway she. stumbled 
across her mother’s body. A shell 
piereed the roof and killed her. 
An elderly man, who. thought the 

un firing was ‘that of the Brit- 
ish ships at practice, sat,, down 
unconcernedly to’ breakfast. A 
shell carried away the corner of 
his house, killing his. two little 
grandchildren.

EGYPT IS DECLARED; UNDER 
BRITISH PROTECTORATE. 


London, Dec. 17.—The official 
press bureau tonight issued the 
foHowing statement concerning 
the making of Egypt a British 
protectorate: 

“His Britannic Majesty’s prin- 
cipal secretary of state “for for- 
eign affairs gives notice that in 
view of the' state of war arising 
out of the action of Turkey, 
Egypt is placed under the protec- 
tion of, His Majesty and will 
henceforth constitute a British 
protectorate. -. 

“The suzeraint “Of Turkey over 
I’gypt ~is: inna and « 
His ‘Majesty’s government will 
adopt all measures ' cay for 
the defence of Egypt and the pro- 
tection of its inhabitants and in- 
tcrests. 

“The King has been. pheased to 
approve {the appointment ot 
Lieut.-Col. Sir Arthur Henry Mc 


Mahon to be His Majesty’s high 


commissioner for Egypt.” 

The proclamation of Egypt ds 
a British protectorate was fore- 
shadowed in recent despatches. 
On Nov. 3 Egypt was placed un- 
der martial law and Major Gen. 
Sir John Grenfell Maxwell, com- 
mander of the forces in Kgypt, 
was placed in military control of 
the country.

LIONS ESCAPE IN NEW YORK 
—POLICE SHOT IN PUR- 
SUIT. 


New York, Dec. 17.—A lion 
hunt was staged in the-streets of 
‘New York this dfternoon. Five 
lions which escaped from the 
86th ~ strect » -titeatre: at (a 
time when the house was filled 
with a matinee audience, were at- 
tacked, by scores of policemen 
with revolvers and finally sub- 
dued. 

Only one of the lions escaped to 
the ‘street. It was killed in a 
tenement house’ after it had at- 
‘tacked two policemen and severe- 
ly injured both of them. The oth- 
er four lions were corncred,in the 
theatre building and driven back 
to their cages. 

A police sergeant and a potice- 
man were shot, the former seri- 
ously, by bullets intended for the 
lions. Two other men, it was re- 
ported, also were shot. Dozens of 
women fainted and more than a 
hundred were: knocked down in 
the wild stampede to reach the 
doors when the lions walked — off 
the stage. 

Two hospitals sent ambulances 
to the theatre. The scene of the 
lion hunt, East 86th Street, near 
Lexington Avenue, was the cen- 
tre of a throng that numbered 
tens of thousands before the chase 
finally ended.

It 
will lie in the power of Britain, 
France, Russia, Italy, Japan and 
the United States to forbid the 
further building of any more 
a of war at all; to persuade, 
and, if meed be, oblige the minor 
powers to sell their navies and 
to refuse the seas to armed 
ships not under-the control of 
the federation. To launch an 
armed ship can be made an in- 
vasion of. the common territory 
of. the world. This will be an 
open possibility in 1915. Already 
human intelligence and honesty 
have contrived to keep the. great 
American lakes and the  enor- 
mous Canadian frontier disarmed 
for a century. Warlike folly has 
complained of that, but it has 
never been strong enough to up- 
set it. What is possible on that 
scale is possible universally, so 
soon as the armament-trader is 
put out of mischief. The age of 
armed dexterity is over.

SENATOR JAFFRAY HAS 
FINISHED HIS WORK 


Toronto, (Der. 16.—Senator 
Robert Jaffray died at 4.30 this 
mormng. 

Senator Jaffray was a native 
of Scotland, having been born on 


his father’s ‘farm near Bannock- ¢ 


burn, January 23, 1832. He was 
the son of Wiliam and Margaret 
(Heugh), Jaffray,, and was edu- 
cated at Stirling Academy. He 
was married in 1860 to Miss 
Mary Bugg, daughter of John 
Bugg, ,of Loronto, and was be- 
reaved of his wife in 1906. 

_ Senator Jaffray gained ae 


inburgh,; where he was for some 
years engaged in commercial pur- 
suits. He came-to Canada in 
1852 and engaged in the retail 
and wholesale grocery business in 
Toronta from that date until 
1883. He served as a member of 
the city council of Toronto and 
of the Toronto’ board of trade 
and. was connected as a director 
with a great many public com- 
panies, including the Canadian 
Lite Assurance Company, the 
General Electric Company, the 
Ontario Beet Sugar Company, 
the General Accident Assurance 
Company, the British Amcrican 
Assurance Company, and many 
others. 

He was a member of the Can- 
adian Patriotic Fund Associa- 
tion of 1901 and was appointed a 
member of the Queen Victoria 
jPark Board, ‘Niagara Falls, 1902, 
and later a vice-president of the 
Homewood Sanatorium, Guelph, 
Ont. He also served as a gov- 
ernment director of the old 
Northern Railway, 1874. Subse- 
quently he was a director of the 
Midland and other railways and 
appointed’ a member and chair- 
man of the Temiskaming & 
Northern railway commission, 
1904, but resigned. 

Senator Jaffray was a Liberal 
and formerly president of the To- 
ronto Reform Association. He 
was called to the senate March) ®, 
1906, by Earl Grey.

“The steam trawler, Cassandra, 
arrived here tonight and brought 
the story of the naval engage 
ment which followed the German 
raid.

‘We were about 30 miles off 
Scarborough at ten or’ eleven 
o’clock in the morning when we 
were surprised to see tight or 
nine warships approaching us at 
full speed. Our surprise turned 
to amazement when we found 
they’ were Germans and heard 
shots fired. 

“One first-class battleship pass- 
ed so close to us that we could 
sce the men working the guns, 
which were being fired rapidly. 
One destroyer was sent within 
hailing distance of us, and we 
thought our last moment had 
com, but at anothcr signal she 
steamed away.

London, Dec. 16.—For the first 
time in more than a century, 
England has been struck by a 
foreign foe. A squadron of swift 
German cruisers crept through 
the fog last night to the eastern 
coast and turned their guns 
against. the Britons. 

When day broke they began the 
bomiardment of three important 
towns—Hartlepool, at the mouth 
of the Tees; Whitby, thirtv-five 
miles southward, and Scarbor- 
ough, noted as a pleasure resort, 
fifteen miles beyond. 

Hartlepool suffered mogt. There 
two battle cruisers and an arm- 
ore] cruiser were engaged, and 
at ‘this place the greatest loss of 
life occurred. ‘She British war 


‘office gives the number’ of dead 


at Hartlepool as seven soldiers 
and 22 civilians, and the wound- 
ed at fourteen soldiers and fifty 
civilians. 

At ‘Scarborough, where a battle 
cruiser and an armored cruiser 
shelled the town, thirteen casual- 
ties are reported, while at Whit- 
by two were killed and two 
wounded. 

Men, women and children of the 
civilian population were left dead 
or wounded — struck without 
warning while at breakfast or at 
work. In all the casualty list 
totals 110, according ,to the  of- 


‘ficial estimates, of whom thirty- 
‘one are known to be dead. 


Three churches were damaged; 
the gas works and lumber yards 
at Hartlepool were set afire, and 
the abbey at Whitby was struck. 
The Balmoral Hotel at Scarbor- 
ough récéived the full chects of a 
shell, and+, a%number of houses 
and shops were shattered and 
partly burned in cach of the 
towns. 

The hostile squadron escaped in 
the mist after'an encounter with 
coast guard vessels patrolling 
the neighborhood, which were re- 
inforced as soon as the presence 
of the Germans were signalled. 

A wave of intense anger bas 
spread over England because of 
the attack, and bitter denuncta- 
tion is heard everywhere of a pol- 
icy which permits the shelling of 
undefended towns. The fortress 
at the mouth of the Tees is sup- 
posed to give some protection to 
the important shipping base of 
Hartlepool, but Whitby and 
Scarborough are:as open to the 
enemy as is Atlantic City, on the 
New Jersey coast. 

Scarborough, with its old cast- 
le on a high bill, the big Casino 
with a high tower, and the row 
of pretentious hotels on the wat 
er front, presents a shining mark 
for target practice. Few visitors 
were at the hotels, because of the 
cold weather, but onc invalid is 
known to have been wounded, and 
was taken away on a stretcher. 

In a direct line the mouth of 
the Tees is dbout 350 miles from 
Heligéland, the important  Ger- 
man navafl base in’ the North 
Sea... 

The report says the German 
ships were among their fastest. 
They chose a night when a thick 
mist prevailed to reach the En.- 
lish coast, and must have leit 
their base at least two hours be- 
fore dark, and as they started to 


return about nine o’glock there 
sti remained about seven hours 
of daylight .for the — pursuit, 
which, however, was ‘pendered | al- 
mosty\impossible by the fog. 

How the Germans “evaded all 
the mines. and patrols remains 
somewhat of a mystery, jalthough 
experts recall that in manoeuvres 
British ships performed the same 
feat in the comparatively small 
space between England and = the 
Scilty Islands, ‘which, however, 
was not mined. 

The admiralty report announces 
that such demonstrations are not 
difficult to accomplish, fut the 
population generally cherish so 
great ,a confidence in the protec- 
tion of the British navy that the 
inhabitants of the coast towns 
made no serious preparations to 
meet a bombardment: . 


Except for the ‘working people, , 


the English are apt to late 
risers durifg the short winter 
days. The bombardment, by the 
German cruisers occurred tyetween 
8 and 9 o’clock, and many people 
were at breakfast;.others were on 
their way to work or were open- 
ing their shops. 

The booming of heavy guns off 
the three towns drew hundreds of 
people to the beaches. They had 
no thought of a German raid, Yut 
when shells came crashing over 
their heads and into the ,.quict 
streets. the people made a ‘dash 
foreshelter, Off shore the German 
guns did rapid work, the flashes 
coming incessantly and-the shells 
finding a mark among the build- 
ings. Many of the residents took 
refuge in the cellars; others rush- 
ed from their houses, among 
them women and children in their 
night clothes, and not a few 
sought the railway stations and 
denarted on the first trains out. 

The guns of the land batteries 
at Hartlepool replied to the Ger- 
man fire and damaged some ol 
the cruisers. Several shells from 
the warships burst among the 
Royal Engineers and Durham 
Light Infantry, and it was among 
these troops that the casualties 
of seven killed and. fourtcen 
wounded *oceyrred. 

The general belief in London is 
that the German attack will give 
impetus to recruiting, as it will 
show the country what the war 
nreans. Today was one of cager 
waiting after the admiralty bul- 
letin was issued shortly after 
noon, saying: ‘“‘Our flotillas have 
at various points been engaged. 
The situation is developing.”’ 

Rumors of various kinds were 
spread broadcast from mouth to 
mouth. The first was that two 
German cruisers had been sunk. 
Many thought that-the long ex- 
pected general naval engagement 
between the British and German 
fleets was progressing, and that 
the shelling of the coast towns 
was merely incidental to this. 


The admiralty’s report issued 
at 9.30 o’clock tonight, giving 


the news that the German ships 
had cluded ‘seapee and were re- 
turning safely to- their home wat- 
ers, caused keen disappointment. 

Naval writers express the opin- 
ion that six or eight ships were 
engaged. The German$ have 
available for such an attack the 
armored cruisers Blucher, Roon, 
Prinz Adalbert, Prinz Heinrich, 
Prinz Frvedrich Karl, and more 
than twenty cruisers of a smaller 
class. The five ships mentioned 
are all rated above twenty knots 
and are armed with 8.3. guns. 

A despatch from Stockton-on-

thirty persons werc killed and 
many injured.

TOWNS ATTACKED BY GER- 
MAN FLEET. 

Hartlepool is a seaport and 

municipal borough of England, in 


the southeast portion of the 
county of Durham, It is about 
forty: miles northwest of Scar- 


borough -on a promontory that 
extends into the North Sea. (ts 
population is about 26,000. Ad- 
joining Hartlepool is West Hart- 
lepool, a city of more than 66,- 
000 inhabitants. 

The Hartlepools, which are pro- 
vided with a vast system of 
docks, before the war had an act 
ive trade with the Baltic ports 
and with Hamburg, Antwerp and 
Rotterdam. 

The chief industries are ship- 
building, iron founding and the 
construction of marine engines. 
The two ports are of ancient or- 
igin but modern property. 

Hartlepool was the place where 
the Comte De Bar landed from 


his fleet in 1011 to assist Wil- 
liam the Lion in invading Eng-

Hartlepool was o very perfsot 
specimen of a fortified town, It 
was circled by a wall strengthen- 
ed by bastions, a greatjwalteand 
parapet, and there were ten’ tow- 
ers to defend it. In the reign of 
Qucen Elizabeth, the, town fell in- 
to such decay that it was spoken 
of as “an ancient, decayed coast 
town, once a brave, stately and 
well fortified town, now only a 
sea-land habitation for: fisher- 
men.”’ 

It continued to go down until 
1813, when a law was passed for 
improvifig the port. It began'to 
improve until it. now is an im- 
portant port for the exportation 


of coal and the importation of 
lumber. 
Scarborough is a seaport and 


fashionable resort of England in 
the northern part of Yorkshire, 
on a headland extending into the 
North Sea. It is 37 miles north- 
east of the important English 
city of York. It is a Kittle over 
200 miles from London. 
Seraborough has been popylarly 
styled the ‘‘queen of watering 
places.”’ The town has a targe 
and interesting aquarium, a mus- 
eum and a fine drive and promen- 
ade. 
is more than 40,000 persons. 
Scarborough is finely situated 
in the form of an amphitheatre 
on slopes rising from the sca and 
terminating on the north and the 
south by abrupt cliffs. The most 
prominent feature of the resort 
is a promontory 300 fect high 
which is surmounted by the ruins 
of a twelfth century castle. This 
promontory divides North Scar- 
borough Bay from the south bay. 
The North Cliffs tegin near it. 


with gardens and along its shore 
is the marine drive, two miles 
long and protected by a seawall. 

The fashionable part of Scar- 
‘ orough is in the southern half of 
the city and i§ separated from 
the old town by the park. On the 
southern side are the Spa gar- 
dens and the mineral springs. At 
the back of the south cliff arises 
Oliver’s Mountain, six hundred 
feet high, affording a good vicw 
of the port and the sea. 

The castle of Scarborough, 
crowning the promontory and 
town is one of the most striking 
objects on the Yorkshire coast. 
From the beach line the land ris- 
es in a steep ascent and’ upon 
this slope stands the town. Scar- 
borough as to situation and ap- 
pearance has no rival on the 
northeastern coast. A branch of 
the Northeastern Railway con- 
nects Scarborough with York 
and Hull. 

Scarborough was the scene of 
the landing of the Norseman, 
Harold Hardrada, in 1055, when 
he began his invasion of Nort 
Britain.

FEEDING HENS FOR EGG 
PRODUCTION, __ 
The value of the different feeds 
for egg production has ‘becn out- 
lined already; it only temains ‘to 
make up or combine ‘them in, such 
a way that best results will be 
obtained. All whole grain should 
be scattered in the hit 
er to make the hens work atid ex- 
ercise for it. 
rule as to the amount of grain to 
feed per hen: » Have’ a’ feed ho 
per full of crushed . oats. within 
easy access at .all times. An ideal 
ration for this country ih the win 
ter time is made of whole gtain, 
two parts 
corn; crushed oats as ‘a dry 
mash, all they want to eat; cab- 
bage or mangels onte a day, and 
buttermilk to drink; also have 
grit and oyster shell before them 
all the time. Other suitable -rat- 
ions may be made up which may 
give just as good results and per- 
haps be less expensive. Tonics, 
| stumulants, egg foods, and so on, 
should be avoided as. much as 
possible. They may stimulate 
égg production for a while, but 
_ the after effects, as a rule, are of 
a harmful nature. Powdered char- 
coal in the dry mash is highly 
beneficial, as it acts as an absorb- 
cnt of gases in the alimentary 
canal, and in this way directly 
aids digestion and assimilation. 
A very small quantity of potassi- 
um permanganate in the drinking 
water will prevent the spread of 
colds and roup. Coal oil or car- 
bolic acid will also act as a pre- 
ventative,

one-year-old hens will hatch bet- 
ter than pullets’ eggs, due pos- 
sibly to the pullets not being ful- 
ly matured, and usually they are

Year-old hens are naturally in- 
clined to put on more fat than 
pullets, and for this reason the 
feeding has to be directed to- 
wards keeping the breeding stock 
in good condition, yet not over 
fat.

tial in breeding stock, if they are. 


to produce ‘fertile eggs. Stimu- 
lants and egg foods may be used 
in feeding laying stock when egg 
production is the only object, but 
in the feeding of breeding stock, 
their use is positively harmful, 
and detrimental for the future usd 
of the birds as breeders. Not 
only do these lower the fertility 
and hatching power of the eggs, 
but they also affect the vigor and 
vitality of the chicks that do 
hatch, and also influence .the gen- 
eral health of the breeyling stock 
itself. For these reasons these 
foods should be avoided as much 
as possible. 
A very heav 
duction should not be encouraged 
in birds that are intended to be 
used as breeders, as their vigor 
and vitality will be too much re- 
duced by the time that the eggs 
are required far hatcine purpos- 
es. Ifecorn or other heat-produc- 
ing foods are fed to breeding 
stock, care must be used.”

There's a big demand now for 
many horses, but what will the 
demand be after the war? Agri- 
culture and city trathe will all 
call for horse power. Russia and 
America are the two great horse 
countries of the world. Russia’s 
equine population may be reduced 
to the limit where they have none 
for export The other warring 
countries may have to depend 
largely on America to refill their 
stables. The demand will extend 
to draft) horses as well as the 
lighter-lhmbed kind.

In Germany and Austria in par- 
ticular will the native brecding 
stock be seriously depleted, as the 
supplies they might yet from the 
new world are practically shut 
out by a naval blockade. When 
War commenced there were 37,- 
000,000 head of cattle in Ger- 
many and Austria. This supply 
must already be seriously deplet- 
ed, If the provrictors of fancy 
restaurants in Paris cannot  se- 
cure fresh milk and cream because

ation in Berlin and Vienna? High 
prices for beef cattle seem cer- 
tain for a long time to come, and 
the clearing away of the war 
clouds will not be accompanied 
by a drop in beef prices to the 
old peace level.

There is, without doubt, a real 
science in soil cultivation so as 
to retain Moisture, but the ultra 
“dry. farming’? methods so. fre- 
quently talked of are too expens- 
ive for the average homesteader 
to use in producing a crop that 
yields so Fitete in money value 
per acre as does the wheat crop. 
This problem is not peculiar to 
Canada, Oklahoma, . Colorado 
and some of the other states to 
the south of us have gone 
through the same experience, and, 
when ‘the ,boomster is through, it 
still remains true that intfinsi- 
cally the semi-arid areas, one 
year with another, are relatively 
unprofitable and perhaps even 
worthless grain crop Jands. The 
Dominion government could do 
no better act than study its 
meteorological reports and sus- 
pend homesteading of grain grow- 
ers in districts of semi-arid char- 
acter. It should also give all 
possible help to those who are 
already in these belts, so as to 
estaklish as many of them as 
practicable as small graziers. Al- 
so, it should study what forage 
crops might be grown in this lat- 
itude in districts:where the rain- 
fall is light. The country re- 
ferred to is not without value, if 
properly ‘handled. The task at 
hand is to enable those who are 
now there to win a fair measure 
of success, and this will be  pre- 
vented if'settlement is made too 
dense or proceeds on.a wrong as- 
sumption. The “dry belt’? farm- 
er requires a wide area of tand 


and fifancial resources to suc- 
ceed. 

3. Credit.—Interest charges 
are too high for farmers who 


have to work on borrowed tap 
ital ‘and’ tob many farmers are 
borrowers. This is one of the 
biggest problems—probably the 
biggest single problem—before 
western farmers today. As a 
country we, have over-bprrowed, 
and consequently our security is 
not as:good as it should be. The 
governments should give all pos- 
sible encouragement and assist- 
ance to co-operative borrowing 
on some.such plan*as outlined by 
the Saskatchewan commission 
last year, which by all means is 
the best plan we have so far seen. 
Two objects should te sought— 
first, to secure long term loans 
at a low rate of interest; second, 
to keep the solvency of all bor- 
towers under the scheme up to a 
high standard by imposing a 
strict limit on the amount of 
money to be kent under any such 
scheme. Big borrowers are the 
creditors, and high rates of in- 
terest thrive ov bad or risky 
credits. In this connection, good 
creditors gre at present suffering 
with bad ones. The generally 
overdrawn condition of our fip- 
ances makes its levy by too Sigh 
a tate of interest against all bpr- 
rowers, good and bad alike. 

4. Transportation—Our trans- 
portation charges -are too high. 
This is partially caused by an- 
other evil—that of too great dis- 
sipation, in settlement, which, 
again, is to some extent brought 
about by a bad fand system. The 
scattering of our settlers in 
thinly sprinkled lots over” so 
much} country makes for Jong 
hauls and high rates. But, apart

7. Sentimental Readjustinent— 
After all else is said, one of the 
things badly needed in Western 
Canada is a sentimental/readjust- 
ment. The microbe of unrest has 
got into far too many families. 
Not ,that ‘any family should chain 
itself to the farm if it can etter 
itself by leaving the land. But 
there arc many farmers who are 
today -rearing their children in 
an atmosphere of discontent that 
is almost certain to drive them 
off the farm into conditions of 
service elsewhere not one whit 
better than they could evolve at 
home, and with less certainty of, 
independence before them in the 
distant future. Farming was not 
meant to be a sinecure; neither 
was Carpentcring, nor bootmak- 
ing, mor school teaching, nor 
merchandizing, nor most other 
occupations we can think of. And 
there is nothing to be gained by 
the workers in any one of these 
industries giving themselves over 
to wanton disquietude or encour- 
aging the idea that theirs is “the 
last ob on earth.’’ There is more 
and better opportunity on the 
tarm today than ever before, and 
this is the doctrine that, in the 
main, our fathers of agriculture 
should promulgate. 

Perhaps, as we have suggested, 
while the commission idea is sim- 
mering, we can profit somewhat 
by thinking these things over,
